Tho man was i.hot almost to bits 
while tho woman was only slightly 
wounded in tho leg. It wa.s expected 
that Campbell would die and the woman 
tret well. Now Maud Devere is dead 
and the man is getting well. The de 
feuse offered yesterday on lx>half of 
Mrs. Campbell was that the ballet 
which stmck Maud Devere was not in- 
tend- d for lier and that her death yffi» 
less tho result of the wound than of 
malpractice at the hospital to which the 
woman was taken.

There was some difliculty in getting 
tho injured men oat of the \vr(;cke(l eli>- 
vator, owing to the fact that the weight 
of th(; lieavy cables reuted on top of 

their bodies. * 

Tho elevator is one of the old fash- 
ioned kind, (>i); rat( (l by drum. It was 
ii!Si>ected a nouth a;:o and pronounced 
in gcod c( ndition. It is the judgment 
of 'parties who made an examination of 
the elevator after the accident, it had 
been overloaded. 

The age of Mr. Cox and the severity 
of ini injury makes his recovery doubt- 
ful.

TRAGEDY ON T HE^STREET. 

An Attornejr Attempts to Kill a Youne 
Ijitly and hhoota Illiiiic>ir. 

Wa.'siuxuto.v, June 8. — The throng of 
(government clerks aud others hurrying 
up Pennsylvania aveuno near Four and 
One-half street, aboat 10 minutes to 9 
o'clock yesterday morning, were startled 
by the attempted murder of Miss Do- 
rothy E. Si|uires and tlie suicid(> of 
Charles Barber, patent attorney, who 
had gained much notoriety of late by 
liis ( ceentric actions. Barber shot Miss 
Sipiires, and then turning the revolver 
on liimself , put a pistol ball, through his 
brain, causing almost iustantaneous 
death. 

Miss Squires is still alive. 

Barber hud considerable of a patent 
practice, but had been growing more 
and. more eccoutrio for several ytars 
and of late many of his friends thought 
him mentally unbalanced. Miss Squires 
foriucriy worked for him as a stenog- 
rapher and upou' leaving his employ 
he annoyed her with hu attentions, 
threatening to injure her if she would 
not permit him to call. Finally the 
matter beoame so serious that she had 
to appeal to the courts for protection 
and ho was placed under bonds to keep 
the peace. He seems not to have de- 
sisted, however, for since then the girl 
had received sereral threatening letters 
from him, in the last of which ho an- 
nounced that he would do something 
which they both would regret. 

Barber also oume befwe the Washing- 
ton public in another but similar role a 
few days ago, being brought into the 
police court for an assault case, with 
some soiistitioual features arising out of 
a struggle for a line dog h() possessed. 
He camo to Washington from Platts- 
burgh, N. Y., and was asso<;iatcd in a 
few coiies with the lato Benjauiiu But- 
ler of Massachusetts, the one-timo 
presidential candidate

W'Tf so sarroiinded 
with safeguards that it was impossibh? 
to get at the naked truth, due pi rson 
whom wo would have liked to hear 
could not be found. This wa-^Fonsd"- 
viela, who coiuinauded tlii> ."juinish i.i 
the Guau.ibaooii teiTit< ry. He dis.ip- 
peared and it was impossible to lind 
him. Captain General Weyler did not 
put in an appearance at the investiga- 
tion. We inspected the jail at Onana- 
baooa, and when we were there it was 
■us^ionsly clean. 

"We learned tliat Dr. Ruiz was or- 
rested on Feb. 4, charged with having 
some connection with an assault which 
look place on a railroad train between 
Guanabacua and Havana. He was 
placed in solitary confinement, or as it 
is known there, h(; was incommunicado. 
Thirteen days later he was taken out of 
his cell on account of his mental and 
physical condition. It was thou found 
that lie was suffering from a severe 
wound on the head, and he died two 
hours after he had been released from 
the cell in which tlie secret of his in- 
jury IS buried. The question of his 
American citizenship was never denied. 
The antop.<iy showed that he died froai 
congestion of the brain. His body is 
buried at Guanabaooa. 

"We had no possible direct proof of 
any assault whatever, and tho conclu- 
sion arrived at must be bu.sed on the de- 
tailed evidence in the report* of Consul 
General Lee, which is now on its way 
to Washington. I myself will maku no 
report and I prefer not to say auytlnug 
as to my idea of the affair until the re- 
port is made pub!i« by the proper au- 
thorities at Washington. 

"Tho island of Cuba is rapifUy being 
devastated by a relentless, cruel and 
bitter civil war, so that in a sluTt time 
it will not be worth anything to any 
tine. It is difficult to get at the exoot 
situation there. In the first place there 
is a severe censorship of tho press and 
those who are naturally friendly to the 
Cubans hardly dare to express their 
views and opinions. Furthermore. th(f 
adherents of both sides are excetnlingly 
bitenae. They tell their stories just as 
they waul you to believe them. From 
the S|MmUn point of view the island is 
practically pacified, and from that of 
the Cubans, the insurgents never were 
in snoh axoallenti shape as they are 
now." 

"Did you go inid (he interior of the 
isl.wid'.'" asked the n imrter. 

"Yes. I went from Havana to Matan- 
eas. While both are ( u the sea coast, 
still to go from one point to tlie otlier 
bv rail it takes you thmugh a large part 
of interior country. I also made several 
short trips from Havana in other direc- 
tions." 

"What is the condition cf the coun- 
try r" 

"It seems to be entirely depopulated, 
and there are no signs of any buildings 
standing except at the railrtiad stations. 
These, by the way. arc praetically forts. 
I was generally iuforiued that the sarue 
coniiui.)ii of affairs exists throughout 
Cuba. Iroiii Hav.aua to Pinar del Rio, 
except in the extreme eastern end.

A diagram 
of the .prison in submitted to him that he 
may se)ect the most eligible apartments. 
Persian rugs alleviate the harshness of 
the stony Hoor.

» rre Some liawyers Who Sou;;ht to Oobble 
Daaages Given a Trippled Oirl. 

Indianapolis, Ind., June 5. — Flora 
Evans, a young girl of Portland, Jay 
County, lost a leg and iirin by being 
Struck by a Lake Erie and Western train, 
and several days ago secured a judgment 
in the Federal Court a^raiiist the comi)any 
for $7,000 damages. As soon as it ias 
rendered, attorneys in tbe case filed liens 
on the judgment for its full amount. 
Judge Baker to-day called the attorneys 
before him. M. .S. Williamson, a Port- 
land attorney, who had taken a lien on 
the judgment for *.'?,.")00, was called upon 
by the court for a statement of services 
and confessed that he had an agreement 
with tbe girl's guardian by which be was 
to give him one-half of his fee. 

J udge Baker denounced tbe transaction 
as an ontoage, and tbe guardian declared 
that the statement was false. Williamson 
finally admitted that his services were 
not worth more than 1300. After all tbe 
attorneys had been hoard Juilge Baker 
declared that he would not allow the fees 
claimed and that tbe aggregate going' to 
the lawyers should not exceed $2,000. 

"It frequently happens," said the court, 
"that the victim, who is crippled and 
maimed,ia forgotten ; that tbe poor victim 
goes through life with a maimed and 
mangled body to remind her that it fur 
nisbes the basis for aq action out of which 
attorneys teaped large rewards. The 
judgment in this case is covered by liens 
that amount to more than the judgment 
If they were to be allowed, this unfortu- 
nate girl would have the satinfaction of 
going through life with an arm and leg 
gone, while the wtole of the $7,000 re- 
covered from the corporation had gone to 
the attorneys in the case." 

Miss Evans was in court at the tiaae 
and as the Judge concluded she stepped 
forward and thanked him for the protec- 
tion he had afforded afsiayt the'gtved of 
the attorneys.

The Clerk of Council shall be elected 
in same manner and at same time as the 
otflcen above, and bis salary was fixed at 
$500. He is reciuired to be at his ollice 
from 9 to 11 a. m. daily, except on .Sun- 
days and legal holidays. 

The Assessor shall be elected as the 
other otticers above. His salary was 
fixed at $250. 

The City Attorney shall be chosen by 
the Board of Council at the regular ses- 
siion in ls:»7, and every two years there- 
after. His salary was fixed at SiiOt), and 
he shall receive in .addition thereto 2Q 
per cent, of all fines and forfeltorea which 
are collected. 

An ordinance was introduced exempt* 
ing members of the volunteer tire com- 
panies Irom service on juries in the Po- 
lice Court, and also from payment of a 
city poll tax.
